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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This communication is in response to the RCE filed 1/21/201 1 and amendment filed 
12/27/10. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 . 1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 12/27/10 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment/Remarks 

3. Claims 164-168, 170-174, 176-180, 182-186, 188-192, 194, 196-199, 201-213, 216-219 
and 221 are currently pending. [Refer to claims dated 12/27/2010]. 

Referring to page 2 of the Final rejection: 

- Deficiency (i) status of all claims has been acknowledged. This deficiency is resolved. 

- To resolve deficiency outlined under (ii), a supplemental Reissue Declaration must be 
filed which identifies at least one 35 U.S.C. §251 error which cover each of the aforementioned 
pending claims vis-a-vis the patented claims. 

- The supplemental Reissue Declaration must set forth the dates of all amendatory 
submissions including the last one which amended the specification and/or claims. [37CFR 
1.63(a)(2). 

- The Applicant's statement regarding claim support in the specification is acknowledged 
as being satisfactory. 
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4. In accordance with 37 CFR 1.175(b) (1), a supplemental reissue oath/declaration under 
37 CFR 1.175(b) (1) must be received before this reissue application can be allowed. 

5. Claims 164-199, 201-213, 216-219 and 221 are rejected as being based upon a defective 
reissue Declaration under 35 U.S.C. 251. See 37 CFR 1.175. The nature of the defect is set forth 
above. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 164-168, 170-174, 176-180, 182-186, 188-192, 194, 196-199, 201-213, 
216-219 and 221 are allowed over the prior art.
